Macon, Ga., April 
has been much public 
what would be the amount of 
fees and costs in the Georgia Southern 
Florida railroad case. The Constitution is 
able to give some interesting information 
eoncerning this moiter, as Judge Grigss has 
been busy in Bibb superior court today de- 
termining the question, and signed orders 
directing judgment of the following amounts 
to the following persons: 

Secretary of the Inierior Hoke 
Congressman C, L. Bartlett and Wa 
ton Dessau, received the biggest fee. 
were given a lump sum of $60,000 for their 
services as uttorneys to the Mercanthe 
Trust and Deposit Compzny, of Laltimore, 
which is the trustee for the first mortgage 
bondholders of the Georgia Southern road. 
It is not known what part of the 7bv,000 
Dessau and Lartlett will receive, but the 
impression is that they will get $20.0u0 and 
Mr. Smith $40,000, The division of the fee is 
a matter that rests with the three gentle- 


tren. 

The Mercantile and Deposit 
is allowed $20,000 for its services as trustec 
for the bondholders, 

A. O. Bacon is allowed $4,375 as attorney 
for the receiver from March, 1891, to De- 
cember 31, 1892. And the firm of Bacon & 
Miller is allowed $5,625 as attorney for the 
receiver from January 1, 1893, to the pres- 
ent time. In other words Messrs. A. O. Ba- 
con and A. L. Miller are allowed $10,0v0, 

Gustin, Guerry & Hall, attorneys for the 
receivers allowed $1,000 on account of 
fees for services in representing the re- 
ceiver. This is in udidition to the regular 
salary of 310,00 per annum that has been 
paid them as attorneys for the receiver 
since the road went into the hands of the 
receiver in March, 1891, 

The three commissioners of saie, J, L. 
Hardeman, R. A. Nisbet and T. B, Gresham, 
are each allowed $1,500, or a total of $4.60), 
for their services in selling the road at pub- 
lic outcry, The original compensation fixed 
for each commissioner was $1,000, but the 
amount was increased to $1,500 each, as they 
persermmed services not contemplated at the 
time of the fixing of the compensation. 

R. A. Nisbet, clerk of Bibb superior court, 
is aliowed 91.000 on account of his costs 
against the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
and is allowed $263.29 costs, against the Ma- 
con and Atlantic road. 

Roland Ellis is allowed $150 for services 
rendered in making out reports and exam- 
ining records. 

The total amount allowed today 
and costs is $96,650. Of this the 
receive $71,150, Mercantile Trust 
posit Company 320,000, 
Sale $4,500, clerk’s costs $1,000. 

The regular salary that has bcen paid 
Gustin, Guerry & Hall as attorneys for the 
receiver, since March, 1891, at $10,000 per 
year, amounts to more than 340,000, Harde- 
inan, Davis & Turner have been pail about 
$6500 for bringing the original bill into 
ecurt.

Other Attorney Fees. 

Of course there are other attorney fees 
growing cut of the Macon and Birming- 
ham railroad and the Macon and Atlantic 
railroads that are not included in the above 
sum of $117,650. Among other allowances 
granted today is $843.75 and interest for 
taxes due by the Georgia Southern to the 
city of Macon for the year 1894. 

It is understood that Receiver Sparks will 
petition for extra fees as receiver, and this 
matter will be disposed of later. Hie has 
been paid $6,000 per year as receiver of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida road since it 
has been operating under a receiver. 

He also receives $1,200 per year as ree 
ceiver of the Macon and Birmingham. 

An order was also taken allowing the 
Chemical bank to intervene and recover 
judgment. The bank owns twenty bonds 
of the Macon and Birmingham road of the 
par value of $1,000 each, on which there 
has been defaulted eighty coupons of $25 
each. This matter has been referred to 
C. C. Kibbee as special master. 

Receiver Sparks reported to the court 
that he has on hand $94,000 in cash arising 
from the earnings of the Georcia Southern 
and Florida road. Judge Griggs signed an 
order directing that he pay $59,009 of this 
amount to the commissioners, Hardeman, 
Nisbet and Gresham, to be used by them 
in the payment of the various fees, claims, 
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etc., allowed by the court. This makes a 
total of $550,000 that the commissioners now 
have in hand, to-wit: $59,000, paid by the 
purchasers on the day of sale, $250,000, paid 
by the purchasers yesterday on the con- 
firmation of the sale, and the 350,000 to be 
paid by Receiver Sparks. 

The commissioners of sale, J. L. Harde- 
man and R. A. Nisbet, will go on to Balti- 
more in a few days, where they will meet 
the third commissioner, T. B. Gresham, 
and close up the last details connected 
with the sale and purchase of the road. 

it is rumored that when the bondholders 
reorganize the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railroad Mr. W. B. Sparks will be 
made vice president of the company at a 
salary of $5,000 or $6,000 per year. It is 
further said that a Baltimorean or New 
Yorker will be made president of* the road.

A Negro Makes a Row in the Augusta

count of the killing of J. C, Swearingin by 
Ben Jones at Edgefield, S. C.. The parties 
were two well-known farmers of the coun- 
ty. The case will be recalled by the follow- 
ing extract from the coroner’s inquest: “"C. 
H. Anderson sworn, Witness was in Ham- 
mond & Co.’s store. ‘I saw Carter Swear- 
ingin, Luther Jones and Walter Sheppard. 
I saw Mr. Ben Jones walk up from across 
the street. Mr. Swearingin stood in the 
door for a short while. Luther Jones said 
to Mr. Swearingin, ‘“‘I understand you say 
Il burnt thosé rails, If you say so you are 
a liar.”’ Mr. Swearingin said, ‘‘You are be- 
neath my notice:’’ About that time Ben 
Jones walked “up. I saw him speak to Mr, 
Swearingin. About that time Mr, Swearin- 
gin put his hand up to his hip pocket. Mr. 
Jones said several times, “Pull it!’’ About 
that time firing began. From what I saw I 
believe Ben Jones killed Mr. Swearingin. I 
do not know who fired first,’ ’’ 

After a few minutes the jury returned its 
verdict, which was that J. @. Swearingin 
came to his death by a gunshot wound in 
the hands of B. L, Jones. 

Today a new turn in the case was taken 
by the arrest of young Luther Jones. It 
transpired upon examinaiton of the bullets 
extracted from the body of Mr, Swearingin 
that they are of difterent caliber from the 
pistol used by Mr. Ben Jones, and the kill- 
ing of Swearingin is now shifted upon the 
son instead of the father. 

Fought the Policemen. 

In the police court this morning a negro, 
Peter Turner, created a sensation, He was 
talking nosily and was ordered to go on the 
outside, He paid no attention and Sergeant 
Trommerhauser took him by the arm to 
eject him. Turner resisted the policeman 
and shoved him heavily against the door. 
Several policemen started to the aid of the 
sergeant, when Turner broke away and fted. 
When captured several squares away by a 
mounted officer, he fought desperately and 
Policeman Williams broke his pistol over 
his head before Turner could be subdued. 
He is now in jail. 

Hannahan tn Augusta. 

J. J. Hannahan, of Chicago, first 
master of the Brotherhcod of Lo- 
Firemen, is in Augusta, invésti- 
gating a complaint of engineers and 
firemen on the Port Royal and Western 
Ccrolina railroad, It will be remembered

THEY SAY HE KNOCKED DOWN. 
Geeslin Denies the Statement of the 

Three Detectives, 

Macon, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—The  ex- 
amination of witnesses in the Geeslin case 
Ww2s renewed today in the United States 
court. Two white detectives and a negro 
detective from F[ield’s agency at St. Louis, 
who had been employed by the Central 
road to watch Conductor Geeslin, testified 
they had seen Geeslin collect cash fares. 
White detectives said they only saw three 
or four fares thus collected, but the negro 
detective swore he saw seventeen cash 
fares collected on one trip and nine on 
another trip. The railroad has mot shown 
that Geeslin failed to report these fares. 
Witnesses testified that the negro detec- 
tives came to them and insisted that they 
should swear in favor of he road.

Geeslin explains this by 
claiming that he did not run on Sundays 
on which day travel is usually heavi- 
est and that he bought tickets with the 
cash fares paid him so as to simplify His 
reports. As yet nothing very damaging 
has been presented against Geeslin. 


CHILD INSURANCE. 
A Suit Brings Out the Fact That It Is 
Going On. 

Savannah, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—A 
suit for a balance due on salary brought 
by N. G. Brewer against the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company in the superior 
court today, brought out the fact that this 
company is one that 1s doing an extensive 
business in child insurance. It was stated 
on the witness stand that it insured any 
one from one year of age up. There has 
‘been considerable discussion about the 
amount of this business that is being done 
in and around Savannah. It was also 
found that the agent who writes the busi- 
ness is held responsible for lapses, and 
it was on this ground that the company 
Claims it is not due any salary or com- 
mission to Brewer. There are six other 
agents who have lost on lapses who are 
waiting to bring suit for their salary on 
the same grounds as soon as this suit 
is decided. 


LARGER TRACT THAN THE FIRST. 
A Body of 200,000 Acres of Land 
Secured for Colonization. 
Savannah, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—The 
committee which has ciarge of the finances 
connected with ex-Governor Northen’s 
colonization scheme has secured an option 
on 200,000 acres of land in Wilcox and 
Irwin counties, on the Abbeville and Way- 
cross railroad, at $2 per acre. The Mont- 
gomery county land which was being in- 
vestigated a short time ago was found to 
have imperfect titles, which put its pur- 
chase out of the question, but, it is said, 
an agreement has practically been made 
by which the requisite amount of territory 
for the 14,000 colonists expected has about 
been secured and that the details of the 
trade will be settled up within a short

TRIBUTE TO KIMBALL 


Exposition Directors Regret the Death of 
Atlanta’s Friend. 


THE BUSINESS BEFORE THE BOARD 


Fine Lithographs Prepared, Showing a 
Bird’s-Eye View of the Grounds.

The men who are making Atlanta’s great 


exposition paid a beautiful tribute yester- 
day to the man whose genius gave to the 
world the greatest exposition ever held in 
the south. 

In a voice that was tremulous with deep 
feeling Dr. R. D. Spalding, the warm per- 
sonal friend of the late H, J. Kimball, 
‘ arose in the meeting of the executive board 

yesterday afternoon and referred in terms 
of eloquence to the great work for Atlanta 
done by that gentleman. He told of his 
great friendship for Atlanta’s dead friend 
and moved that a committce to be headed 
by ex-Governor Rufus B. Buliock, who 
was also a warm and intimate friend of 

Mr. Kimball, be appointed to prepare suit. 
able resolutions on Mr. Kimball's death. 

The board, nearly every member of which 
was a close fri¢nd of the dead man and 
many of whom imately associated 
with him in his heartily 
indorsed the motion and excellent 
things were said of Mr. KimbaW’s work. 

Dr. Spalding arose and in a v@ice whicn 
testified his warmth of feeling for the man 
to whom he was paying tribute,’ said: 

“Atlanta never had a better friend than 
“Mr. Kimball. He was devoted to this city’s 
interests. No personal «anterests, of his 
were paramount to Atlanta’s good. He 
loved Atlanta, he had faith in her future 
and it was his pleasure to promote such en- 
terprises as would add to her greatness 
and glory. 

“tle was one of the ablest men we ever 
had within our borders and I think it 
eminently fitting that this board take such 
action as will show our appreciation of 
his work and our respect for his memory. 
Although he did a great deal for Atlanta 
he accumulated little for himself. He did 
not seem to mind that, however. I re- 
member that on one occasion he remarked: 
‘I would rather have my name on the 
Kimball house than be the owner of it.’ 
I would like to see ex-Governor Bullock 
chairman of the committee appointed to 
prepare resolutions on Mr. Kimball's 
death.’’

The company was organized in W771 
and is composed of some of the best citizens 
of Hartford. President Collier stated that 
he would be glad for his part to have the 
company visit Atlanta and moved that they 
be invited. The matter was referred to him 
for action. 

Fine Lithographs Received. 

President Collier called the attention of 
the board to a copy of the handsome litho- 
graphs showing a bird’s-eye view of the 
expcsition, Which was received yesterday 
mornihg from the Werner company. The 
lithograph is a very handsome colored af- 
fair four by six feet in size. Mr. Collier 
said he would like to have instructions from 
the board concerning the purchase of the 
hithoeraphs. The matter was referred to him 
and he will use ‘his discretion in the pur- 
chase of the lithographs. 

The Intramural Line. 

The committee on buildings and grounds 
submitted a report setting forth the route 
agreed upon for the intramural railroad 
line. The route was the same as printed 
in The Constitution last week. Messrs. 
Porteous and Wilkins, who were granted 
the concession for the line, have completed 
all their arrangements and are ready to 
begin the construction of the line. The 
report was adopted.

It seems that Mr. George Smith took the 
most active part tn the collection of the 
notes and sent to Marietta the sum of $700, 
which he had collected, leaving due a ba!- 
ance of $900. This was nearly two years 
ago, according to the claim of Mr, Dobbs.

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The Platform and the Officeholders. 

A prominent democrat of Atlanta 
writes to call our attention to a declara- 
tion in the democratic platform which 
has been overlooked. We priut his com- 
munication in another column and com- 
mend it to the attention of thoughtful 
democrats. 

We presume that the declaration of 
the piatform is no more important to 
those who. in the interest of the mon- 

ey power, have undertaken to farce re- 

publican doctrine down the throats of 
honest democrats, than the other 
pledges that have been repudiated, but 
it is of immense importance to the peo- 
ple at this particular juncture. The 
demecratic party in national convention 
assembled placed fhis ringing declara- 
tion in the platform of 1892: 


The nomination of a president, as in 
the recent republican convention, by 


delegations composed largely of his 
appointees, holding office at his pleas- 
ure, is a scandalous satire upon free 
popular institutions and a startling 
iliustration of the methods by w hich 
a president may gratify his am bition. 
“We denounce a policy under which 
the federal office hoiders usurp con- 
trol of party conventions in the 
states, and we piedge the democratic 
party to reform these and all other 
abuses which threaten individual lib- 
erty and local self-government. 

This is important, mot only as a 
declaration in behalf of individual lib- 
erty and local self-government, bnt as 
a pledge of party action. In the face 
of this G@ear-cut and unmistakable 
declaration, the people now see a move- 
ment, backed up by the administration 
and all the forces it is able to control, 
to compel the democratic voters of the 
country to accept and swallow financial 
doctrines made odious, not alone by the 
advocacy of John Sherman and the re- 
publicans, but by the terrible results 
that have Tollowed the success of the 
shylocks and money lenders in con- 
trolling legislation. - 

Word was sent out from Washington 
the other day that all the office holders, 
both great and small, were to be mar- 
shaled on the side of shylockism and 
against the people. We have seen no 
authoritative denial of this statement, 
which was sent out by the agents of 
one of the great press bureaus of the 
country. But what would a denial 
amount to, even if it were official, in 
the face of the grand preparations that 
are now going forward to send ont in 
all directions the highest federal officials 
in ,the’ country—the ‘members of the 
cabinet—to use their influence in forcing 
down the throats of the people the re- 
publican doctrine of gold monometal- 
lism preached -by Jobn Sherman for 
twenty odd years.

A recent statement of The Mobile 
Register, whose distinguished proprietor 
is the postmaster of that city, calling 
attention to the fact that The Montgom- 
ery Advertiser, The Birmingham Age- 
Herald and The Mobile Register, three 
leading daily papers of that state, all 
favor sustaining the finaneial policy of 
Mr. Cleveland, has been seized upon by 
other gold standard organs to illustrate 
the strength of gold monometallism in 
Alabama. Like the proprietor of The 
Register, that of The Advertiser is — 
master at Montgomery, and it is, there 
fore, not surprising that «these two 
newspapers should have the personal in- 
terests of Mr. Cleveland really more at 
heart than that of the democratic party.

Parliament was astonished, the other 
day, by the opium report of the royal com- 
mission. The inquiry was conducted on a 
great scale, and the decision Was practi- 
cally unanimous, Over 1720 witnesses were 
examined, including 152 who were called 
at’ the desire of the Anti-Opium Society. 
Every care was taken to obtain represen- 
tative testimony. The evidence forms a 
trustworthy ground for the conclusions 
reached upon the crucial issue whether the 
use of opium as habitually practiced in 
India is or is not injurious, The commis- 
sioners relied to a great degree on the 
statements of 161 medical witnesses. The 
medical testimony is declared in the report 
to be “that the temperate use of opium 
in India should be viewed in the same 
light as the temperate use of alcohol in 
England.” Opium is harmful, harmless, or 
even beneficial, according to the measure 
and discretion with which it is used, Opium 
eaters of fifteen and twenty years’ stand- 
ing appeared before the commission. They 
beliaved that the habit had done them 
good. Their appearance and vigor satisfied 
the commissioners that, at all events, it had 
done them no perceptible harm, Another 
striking fact about the opium habit is that 
it prevails among some of the most manly, 
hardworking and thrifty races of India. 
Dismissals for excess in the use of opium 
are practically unknown. Opium, Sir Wil- 
liam Roberts observes, does not appear to 
beget any specific disease. Opium eaters 
bear surgical operations as well as non- 
consumers, and the manager of a large 
insurance company stated that after twenty 
years’ experience his company charged no 
extra premium on the lives of moderate 
opium eaters.

Foreman Cummings, reached the Alabama 
street end of Forsyth street bridge, the 
fire had broken out through the and 
was blazing upward in a fiery shoot, fully 
fifty feet.

Down on the railroad the men forced 
their way into the building and fought 
with the fire above them and around them, 
They were forced to retire as it looked as 
if the walls would fall. When the fire be- 
gan to get under control, the men took the 
hay a bale at a time and extinguish- 
ea the lingering fire, until a 
cleared for using the water to better ecf- 
fect.

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Work Was Began Yesterday Morning on 
a New Improvement. 


REMODELING THE GATE CITY BUILDING 


It Will Be Made Three and a Half 
Stories Taller Than at Present. 


HOTEL VENABLE ISGETTING-UNDER WAY

Great Care Must Be Taken With the 
Foundation—Some Figurss and 
Facts About the Hotel.

Not content with having under way a 
splendid ten-story hotel, Venable’ Bros. 
begun work yesterday morning on the 
Gate City bank building, now owned by 
them, with the intention of making it an 
eight-story office building. 

In the meantime news comes from Mont- 
gomery that this enterprising Atlanta firm 
has captured the contract in that city for 
the laying of 10,000 square feet of belgian 
block, having made the lowest bids and 
given the best assurances jof ‘thorough 
work. 

The capturing of the stone contract in 

Montgomery was in perfect harmony with 
the progress that Atlanta’s most enter- 
prising firm has made. Now comes the 
work on the Gate City bank building. It 
is a-work that will involve the expenditure 
of probably $50,000. 
The inside of the building as it now 
Stands will be remodeled and renovated. 
There will be new elevators placed in the 
building and everything will be arranged 
with a view toward making it a perfect 
Office building. No expense will be spared 
to make it complete in every way. 

The general plan of the building will 
not be changed, but it will all be made to 
conform with added height and with 
the increased magnificence of the struc. 
ture. With its eight stories—nine include 
ing) the basement—the Gate City 
bank building will equal the Silvey 
building and the Grand and will compare 
favorably with the Equitable building. 

Yesterday morning twenty men began 
work on the improvement. The lumber 
was hauled on Monday and Tuesday morn- 
ing the scaffolding began to be erected. 
In a few weeks the number of men em- 
Ployed will number robably fifty and 
then more as the work enlarges anu gives 
the opportunity for putting more men’ to 
work. More men will at work today 
than were working yesterday and so each 
day the number will increase with the 
scope of the work’s advance. 

Work on Hotel Venable. 

While the work on the Gate City bank 
building is in progress that on the Hotel 
Venable does not lag. 

Yesterday there were twenty-five two- 
horse teams working on the clearing away 
for the foundation and about thirty-five 
men were handling shovels and picks. 
One man to each team runs the total of 
the workmen up to sixty. 

It will proodably be sev-ral weeks before 
the first stone will be put in place for the 
foundation. This is necessarily so. The 
building is to be an enormous one and 
the progress on it will be slow, but abe 
solutely sure. There will be every force 
that the art of skilled labor possesses 
brought to bear upon making the building 
complete. 

It will be built so as to be as fire-proof 
as any building that has. ever been built 
and the foundation will be better and 
stronger than any of the foundations for 
other buildings as tall. The building will 
not be finished before a good twelve 
months. This is to- be regretted, as _ it 
cannot be used during the exposition. 
Venable Brothers have decided, however, 
to make it a complete hotel and the re- 
quirements of completeness extend to’a 
necessity for care in the building of the 
hotel. 

Some Idea of Its Immensity. 

Atlantians have not yet begun to realize 
what the Hotel Venable is to be. 

The hotel has been talked of and written 
of, but no specific measurements have 
heretofore been given regarding the walls 
and the foundation. 

At the very bottom the foundation will 
be ten feet of granite thickness. The 
foundation will be laid with blocks that 
will measure from five to eight feet in 
length and two feet in breadth and two 
in thickness. 

Between the ground and ten feet high 
the wall will be built in graduated courses. 
The first will be ten feet, the second 
eight, the third six, the fourth four and 
the fifth three feet and eight inches. 

From the first story to the tenth the wall 
will become gradually less thick until at 
the top it will be sixteen inches, which is 
considered to be a very good foundation 
for four-story buildings. 

All supports will be of iron and the wood 
work will be very thin strips. The only 
thing that can burn in the hotel will be 
the furniture. Even with this, the fire 
will be necessarily confined to one room. 

At Work at the Quarries. 

There are now 200 men at work in the 
two quarries belonging to Venable Bros. 
The men are now taking out stone for 
the hotel foundation as well as preparing 
belgian block. 

When the work on the hotel gets well 
under way there will probably be not less 
than 300 men at work in the two quarries 
and about 150 on the hotel building. At 
the same time there will be some seventy- 
five men working on the Gate City bank 
building improvements znd a hundred men 
at work for Venable Bros. in Montgomery. 

This means that Venable Bros. will have 
more than 600 men in their employ by the 
middle of summer. 

The work for the Montgomery contract 
will not interfere with the hotel work as 
a different class of workmen get out the 
different stone. 

The drawings for the stone blocks will 
be made in Atlanta and sent to the quar- 
ries where they will be taken out of the 
mountain and sent to Atlanta prepareti to 
gO into the hotel. 

Mr. W. H, Summers, of Washington, D. 
C., will supérintend the laying of the 
stone in the hotel and will be at the At- 
lanta end. He believes that the Hotel 
Venable is to be the finest ten-story build- 
ing ever erected.

The Woman's Building Will Be Built 
Sonth of the Driving Club. 


TWO BUILDINGS 10 BE MOVED 


The Fire and State Buildings Must 
Seek New Location. 


LADIES BEFORE THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


They Made 1 Strong Appeal to the 
Board and the Matter Was 
Speedily Adjusted. 


The site of the woman's building is to be 


Changed after all, 
The building will go up between Wilson 
avenue and the clubhouse—one of the most 


commanding sites inside the exposition 


park. 

The change involves the removal of two 
other buildings te new sites—the fire build- 
ing and the State building. Suitable sites 
for these buildings are to be selected just 
as soon as the committee can hear from the 
finance committee, to which the entire mat- 
ter of the changes was re ap- 
proval. ; 

The changes decided on by the executive 
committee yesterday will bring about‘some 
radical alterations in the general appearance 
of the ground, as it wiil interfere with the 
present grouping of the structures. 

As stated, the matter was referred to the 
finance committee for approvtl yesterday 
afternoon, after it had passed the execu- 
tive board, as some expense was involved. 
The finance committee will approve the 
matter, however, and arrangements to 
change the sites will be begun tomorrow 
night. It is not unlikely that the force of 
hands now employed on the woman’s build- 
ing will go to work tomorrow morning to 
change the material to the new site select- 
ed. About thirty-five hands have been at 
work on the woman's building all the week. 
They will be stopped this morning and will 
mot resume work until the finance commit- 
tee takes action. 

The Ladies Appear Before the Board, 

It was thought that the question of chang- 
ing the site for the building had been set- 
tled three or four days ago, as the execu- 
tive board had voted to have the woman’s 
building erected on the site uvriginally select- 
ed. They had reached this decision, after 
many conferences and limitless discussion 
over the matter. Ji appeared the only feasi- 
ble settlement of the question—or at least 
the only feasibie bettlement that could be 
reached in time for the work to be carried 
on as laid out by-the exposition. It was 

ery necessary that a speedy determina- 
tion of the matter be agreed upon. 

The ladies, however, were far from satis- 
fied at th tion made of the 
They had pvt their efforts and their time 
into the enterprise and had achieved per- 
fectly wonderful results in the way of get- 
tinge up funds and arranging to bear all the 
expenses for. the construction of their 
building. It was their idea that it should 
be made a permanent siructure and used 
after the.exposition for the ladies of At- 
lanta and of the south. As is known, the 
site originally selected for.the building is 
not held by the exposition company except 
through a three years’ lease and to put up 
a permanent structure on a leased site was 
folly from a business standpoint. Then, 
they objected to the site because of its be- 
ing located below the level of the other 
buildings. 

The ladies held a meeting yesterday morn. 
ing and voiced their dissatisfaction over the 
matter. It was decided ag the meeting that 
representatives of the board should appear 
before the executive board yesterday after- 
noon and urge the board to reconsider the 
matter and fix it in more satisfactory 
shape. 

When the board met yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Joseph Thompson, president of the 
woman’s department, and Mrs. Hugh Ha- 
gan, chairman of the ways and means 
committee, were in the anteroom and 
immediately after the reading of the min- 
utes Dr. R. D. Spalding moved that the 
rules be suspended and the ladies be given 

a hearing. 

. thew were introduced to the board and 
Mrs. Thompson asked Mrs. Hagan to state 
the case of the woman’s board to the 
directors. 

“We are not satisfied with our location,” 
said Mrs. Hagan. “We have looked over 
the matter carefully, have considered it in 

every possible light and we don’t want 
our building to go uponthe spotthat has 
been set apart for it. 

“We have examined the grounds and 
think that the site just between the club- 
house and Wilson avenue would be an ex- 
cellent location for our building. I am sure 
that the beard will agree with me that 
some change should be made. We feel a 
pride in our building and want to place it 
where it will be seen to best advantage and 
where it will be easily accessible to the 
visitors.”’ 

“But wouldn't the change you suggest ne- 
cessitate the changing of the fire and state 
buildings from the proposed sites?’ asked 
Dr. Spalu.ag. 

“Tt would,” answered Mrs. Hagan, “but 
that could be easily settled. The site you

A FLAG WITH A HISTORY. 


It Has Floated from the Eiffel Tower. 
Coming to Atlanta. 

Colonel D. H. Elliott, general land agent 
of the Plant system of railroads, is in the 
city to make further arrangements for the 
display of the Plant system. A new feat- 
ure of the exhibit is the turpentine orchard 
With a still in operation, and Colonel Elli- 
ott is endeavoring to make arrangements 
for a display of the local manufactures of 
palmetto, which some ladies in Florida 
Wish to represent at the exposition.

He says 
that in Florida a number of caves have 
been discovered, and in these cavag are 
large depcsits of guano, similar to those 
on the islands off the coast of Peru, where 
the material for the celebrated Peruvian 
guano is found. With this exhibit will be 
a celebrated tHlag—a plain flag of bunting 
with the stars and stripes of the United 
States.

Death of a Builder. 


From The Augusta, Ga,, Chronicle. 

fhe sudden ueath of Mr. H. Ll. Kimball, 
near Boston ol Sunday, closes the career 
of one- of the most unique characters that 
ever Ngured in Georgia. ‘Lhe tirst thing 
that made his name tamous in Georgia 
was the building of the Kimball house. It 
Was at a perioGg When big huteis were un- 
Known in the south, and the Kimball 
house was at once an object of admura- 
tion and a tremendous advertisement for 
Atlanta. It became the habit of travel- 
ing men to run into Atlanta Saturday 
night and spend Sunday at the Kimball. 
It was the biggest hotel south of Washing- 
ton city, and who shall measure the in- 
fluence it exerted in setting the pace for 
Georgia’s capital, and in implanting the 
Spirit among her citizens that nothing is 
too big for Atlanta. Mchers will sketch 
the career of this resourceful man, and it 
is not our purpose to tell of his rebuilding 
the Kimball house when it was burned, 
of his work on the first Cotton exposi- 
tion at Atlanta, nor of his building the 
city of Pullman for the = sleeping car 
millionaire. Ail these will be amplified 
by those more closely connected with the 
Kimball But there was one little incident 
that occurred within our observation that 
We think furnishes the Key to the success 
of the man. 

In the first months of the vear 1888, the 
citizens of Augusta had a businéss awak- 
ening, and a national exposition was pro- 
jected as the enterprise in which the en- 
thusiastic people were to unite for the 
upbuilding of the city. Mr. Kimball was 
in Augusta soon after, either by chance 
or invitation, and he was invited to at- 
tend cne of the earfy meetings of the exposi- 
tion directors, and give any suggestions he 
thought would be helpful. While he was 
addressing the meeting in an informal 
talk, one of the directors said: 

“Mr. Kimball, don’t you think the presi- 
dential election next fall will interfere with 
the success of our exposition?’’ 

Without a moment’s hesitation Mr. Kim- 
ball made the following reply, which the 
writer has never forzotten, and which we 
think furnishes the key to the character 
of the great builder and boomer who has 
just passed away. Said he: 

‘T never went into anything in my life 
that it did not become, to me, the biggest 
thing on earth. If you are going into 
this exposition with the idea that any- 
thing can interfere with it, you will fail. 
You must proceed as though it were the 
greatest thing before the public, and if 
anybody-else chooses to run @ little presi- 
dential election the same year, why, let 
them go ahead, but be careful not to get 
in your way if they don’t want to be run 
over. You might talk about how much 
your exposition would hurt the interest 
in the election, but nqver admit that the 
election could hurt your exposition. If 
you want to impress other people with the 
magnitude of your enterprise, it must be 
to vou the biggest thing on foot,’ 

That was the spirit of H. 1. Kimball. 
Who shall measure its influence in the

AGREED 10 SETTLE, 


The Banks and the Railways Call Off the 
Harrington Case. 


THOUSANDS 07 DOLLARS WERE TIED UP 


But the Banks Agree To Take 50 Per 
Cert of the Face Value of Their Claims. 
All Parties Glad To Settle. 


The celebrated Harrington case, in which 
many thousand dollars were involved, has 
been settled in so far as the claims of the 
banks are concerned. 

The cuse is very well understocd by those 
who have read the newspapers for the past 
few months, and the necessity »f reviewing 
the testimony in the extensive arguments 
that have been made before the courts is 
net apparent. 

In brief, the history of the case may be 
traced thus: 

Harrington Bros. is the nume of a well- 
known cotton firm in West Point, buying 
cotton in ail of the neighboring towns and 
doing quite a large business in western 
Georgia and eastern Alabama. 

The firm would buy cotton in the different 
towns where its agents were located, would 
take the bills of lading and deposit them 
with the bar Ks of those towns as collateral 
and upon them raise sufficient funds to pay 
fcr the cotton and garry on the business of 
the tirm. It secms that when the cotton 
was shipped it would be taken to New- 
nan, where the ccmpress of the firm would 
take charge of it and run it through the 
process that makes cotton all the more 
convenient for shipment, and according to 
the rules of ccmpres.sing and handling, the 
cotton would be classified, and instead of 
being shipped as originally intended it 
would be sent off to other ports. 

In this rehandling or reshipping the 
road agent would give a new bill of lading 
for the cotton to the owners, on the prom- 
ise that the original bills of lading would 
be produced. 

During the entire season it is easy to see 
how things could get pretty badly mixed up 
with such proceedings as these-the banks 
holding the original bills of lading and new 
bills of lading being given by the railroad 
agents,

PLANTING COTTON. — 


The Farmers Are Scattering the Seed of 
This Year's Crop. 


INDICATIONS FOR FRUIT ARE G00D 


The Outlook Is Encouraging in All Parts 
of the State—No Repetition ef Last 
Year’s Fruit Famine. 


The planting of cotton is going on every 
day in the northern and middle portions of 
the state, and the farmers, by this time, 
have planted nearly all the seed of this 
year’s crop, 

Indications are still good fer one of the 
largest fruit crops the state has ever 
known. The rain has fallen with beneficial 
effect upon ths orchards, and irom cvery 
part of the state the news is encouraging. 

In the absence of Director Hunt, Mr. C. 5. 
Gorgas, the acting director, has issued the 
following crop report: 

“The weather of the past week through- 
out the entir2 state has been generally fa- 
vcrabl2 for farm operations. and the 
growth of vegetation, There has been no 
deterioration in the condition of fruit, and 
proSpects for a big crop still continue ex- 
cellent, Corn, of which: there is a large 
acreage, is growing rapidly, and many 
farmers are busy working it over for the 
first time, Cotton planting is still in pro- 
gress in the northern and central counties, 
but in the southern districts this important 
work has been completed, except in a lew 


isolated cases. Miner crops of all kinds are 


- flourishing, 


Northwest Section. 

“The weather of the past week, in north- 
west Georgia, has been all that the farmer 
could desire. The first four days were falr 
and sunshiny, while the last three Were 
ec oudy, accompanied by moderate rains, 
thus permitting germination of all Seeds 
that have been planted, -Corn planting has 
been pushed and is now far advanced, all 
the upland has been planted, and some is 
receiving its first working. On account ol 
the wet condition of the bottorns, low land 
corn has not all been planted, Upland corn 
is coming up nicely, and it is expected that 
the major part of it will be planted the ccom- 
ing week. Small grain and claver have 
made rapid progress during the week, 
Wheat is improving and spring oats are 
looking fairly well, Clover and are 
lcoking fine. Gardens, although a little late, 
are ina flourishing condition, and are grow- 
ing rapidly. Good reports of the fruit crop 
still continnue®tg come in, and the harvest 
will be large, 

North Section. 

“Reports from the section 
that the pest week has been a fine one for 
all vegetation, The first half was warm 
ard in the last half good showers fell 
which were beneficial except in a few local- 
ities where the downpour caused consider- 
able washing of the soil. The ground Was 
too wet the latter part of the week tor plow- 
ing, The greater part of the corn crop has 
been planted and that on the upland is up 
and being worked. The stand is good ex- 
cept in a few cases, where it is fair, Some 
of the @otton is up and looks well, but a 
large portion of the crop has not yet been 
planted. Gardens and all small grains look 
well, Melons are up and growing nicely. 
Pastures are good and there is still a prom.- 
ise of an abundance of fruit, 

Northeast Section. 

“All farm work in the northeast section 
of the state progressed rapidly until the 
evening of the 25th, when the rain set in, 
stopping the plows and delaying the plant- 
ing of corn and cotton. The ground is now 
thoroughly wet; the temperatures are 
about normal, and al] vegetation is begin- 
ning to grow. <All upland corn has been 
planted, and is coming up. The stands, 
however, are reported as only tolerably 
gcod, It is expected that the bottom land 
corn will be planted this week. Cotton has 
not all been planted, but it is thought that 
most farmers will have finished planting by 
the end of the coming week. Spring oats 
are in fine condition. No fall oats in this 
section. Wheat has improved a little, but 
still looks a little sorry, Gardens are in 
good condition, but are a little backward, 
owing to the fact that the farmer has been 
engrossed in his tield work, The fruit crop, 
being now safe from frost, will be a large 
one.

West Section. 


‘In the west section the week opened with 
warm, growing weather, Rains fell the lat- 
ter part of the week, but the character of 
fall and its effects were varied. In some io- 
Calities it came dcwn in licht, gentle show- 
ers, putting the ground in tine shape for 
plowing and benefiting all plants and 
crops; in others it came down_in heavy 
downpour, making the ground too wet 
fer plowing, packing hard that already 
plewed and washing considerable soil, seed 
and young plants, Cern planting is nearly 
over, the stand is good, and the first plant- 
ing is being plowed. The large part of the 
cotton crop has been planted, and some of 
it is up and being cultivated. The stand is 
gcod. Considerable sorghum, ground peas 
and chufas have beer planted, Gardens 
look well and the condition of the fruit crop 
continues excellent. 

Central Section. 

news received from the central 
of the state is of the most en- 

nature, The sunshine and re- 
showers of the past week have 
been very beneficial ih bringing up corn 
and cotton, and the planters of central 
Georgia are happy. Corn planting is about 
completed, except that of the lowlands. All 
upland corn is up, the stands are tine and 
are being worked the first time. Cotton 
planting has progressed rapidly and some 
of the first planted is up to a good stand 
and ready fer chopping. Watermelon 
Vines are coming up slowly, and there is 
much complaint as to bugs destroying them 
as -oon as they appear above the ground. 
All small grains are doing very well. Wheat 
although not very promising, has shown 
sOme improvement. Spring oats are in good 
condition and clover patches are growing 
nic2ly. Gardens, aithough a little late, are 
coming out and are all in splendid condi- 
tion. All fruit seems to be in a flourishing 
condition except pears; the latter appear 
to be somewhat blighted. 

East Section. 


“With warmer weather and ample rain- 
fall, the last week has been marked by a 
rapid growth of all crops in the eastern 
counties. Oats and corn look fresh and 
healthy, while cotton is just beginning to 
appear above the soil. Cane is coming up 
slowly, but promises a good yield. Melons 
are up and growing rapidly, and Irish po- 
tatoes are in excellent condition. Gardens 
are flourishing, but a few complaints are 
made of the ravages of cut worms. Fruit 
conditions still remain unchanged, except a 
slight improvement. 


Southwest Section. 


‘‘Good showers fell in the southwest sec- 
tion during the past week, and altogether 
it has been quite a favorable week, but if 
anything a little too cool. Cotton is gen- 
erally looking well, with a good stand, and 
is ready for chopping. corn has been 
plowed once and is in tair condition. Cats 
are doing nicely. Irish potatoes are in 
bloom. Sweet potatoes being set out. Gar- 
dens fine. Pear trees are being injured by 
blight in some localities. Ali other kinds of 
fruit trees are overloaded. 

Southern Section. 


‘‘Advices from the southern section are 
also of a most encouraging nature. Plenty 
of sunshine with a few beneficial showers 
has been of incalculable value to all grow- 
ing crops. Corn and cotton are growing 
finely. Cotton is being chopped out and 
corn is being plowed. Pinders are being 
planted. Corn is being damaged a little by 
drill worms. Watermelons are in excellent 
conaition. Gardens are in a prosperous con- 
dition, and all fruit except pears will vield 
an abundant crop. Pears are suffering 
considerably from blight. 


Southeast Section. 


“Although the weather conditions of 
soutneastern Georgia have, as a whole, 
been favorable for crops, the farmers have 
been less fortunate than those of other sec- 
tions. There were several heavy rains which 
was1ed the fields badly in some localities, 
A few planters complain of the ravages of 
cut worms on corn; these complaints, how- 
ever; are not general. Sugarcane is begin- 
ning to come up rapidly. Cotton planting

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~ PLANTING COTTON. 


The Farmers Are Scattering the Seed of 
This Year's Crop. 


INDICATIONS FOR FRUIT ARE G00D 


The Outlook Is Encouraging in All Parts 
of the State—No Repetition ef Last 
Year’s Fruit Famine. 


The planting of cotton is going on every 
day in the northern and middle portions of 
the state, and the farmers, by this time, 
have planted nearly all the seed of this 
year’s crop, 

Indications are still good fer one of the 
largest fruit crops the state has ever 
known. The rain has fallen with beneficial 
effect upon the orchards, and irom cvery 
part of the state the news is encouraging. 

In the absence of Director Hunt, Mr. C. 5. 
Gorgas, the acting director, has issued the 
following crop report: 

“The weather of the past week through- 
out the entir2 state has been generally ta- 
vcrabl2 for farm. operations and the 
growth of vegetation. There has been no 
deterioration in the condition of fruit, and 
prospects for a big crop still continue ex- 
cellent, Corn, of Which there is a large 
acreage, is growing rapidly, and many 
farmers are busy working it over for the 
first time, Cotton planting is still in pro- 
gress in the northern and central counties, 
but in the southern districts this important 
work has been completed, except in a lew 
isolated cases. Miner crops of all Kinds are 
flourishing, 

Northwest Section. 

“The weather of the past week, in north- 
west Georgia, has been all that the tarmer 
could desire. The first four days were [alr 
and sunshiny, while the last three were 
coudy, accompanied by moderate rains, 
thus perinitting germination of all seeds 
that have been planted, Corn planting has 
been pushed and is now far advanced, all 
the upland has been planted, and some 15 
receiving its first working. On account of 
the wet condition of the bottotmns, low land 
corn has not all been planted, Upland corn 
is coming up nicely, and it is expected that 
the major part of it will be planted the ccom- 
ing week. Small grain and claver have 
made rapid progress during the Week, 
Wheat is improving and oats are 
looking fairly well. Clover are 
Ilcoking fine. Gardens, although a little late, 
are ina flourishing condition, and are grow- 
ing rapidly. Good reports of the fruit crop 
stiil continne*tg come in, and the harvest 
will be large, 

North Section. 

“Reports from the 
that the past week has been a fine one {or 
all vegetation, The first half was warm 
aid in the last half good showers fell 
which were beneficial except in a few local- 
ities, Where the downpour caused consider- 
able washing of the soil. The ground Was 
too wet the latter part of the week for plow- 
ing, The greater part of the corn crop has 
been planted and that on the upland is up 
and being worked. The stand is good ex- 
cept in a few cases, where it is fair, Some 
of the cotton is up and looks well, but .a 
large portion of the crop has not yet been 
planted. Gardens and all smail grains look 
well, Melons are up and growing nicely. 
Pastures are good and there is still a prom, 
of an abundance of fruit, 

Northeast Section. 

“All farm work in the northeast section 
of the state progressed rapidly until the 
evening of the 25th, when the rain set 1n, 
stopping the plows and delaying the plant- 
ing of corn and cotton. The ground is now 
thoroughly wet; the temperatures are 
about normal, and al] vegetation is begin- 
iing to grow. <All upland corn has been 
planted, and is coming’ up. The stands, 
however, are reported as only tolerably 
gcod. It is expected that the bottom land 
corn will be planted this week. Cotton has 
not all been planted, but it is thought that 
most farmers will have finished planting by 
the end of the coming week. ‘Spring oats 
are in fine condition. No fall oats in this 
section. Wheat has improved a little, but 
still looks a little sorry, Gardens are in 
good condition, but are a little backward, 
owing to the fact that the farmer has been 
engrossed in his tield work, The fruit crop, 
being now safe from frost, will be a large 
one.

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West Section. 


“In the west section the week opened with 
warm, growing weather. Rains fell the lat- 
ter part of the week, but the character of 
fall and its effects were varied. In some i 
calities it came dcwn in licht, gentle show- 
ers, putting the ground in tine shape for 
plowing and benefiting all plants and 
crops; in others it came down in heavy 
downpour, making the ground too wet 
fer plowing, packing hard that already 
plewed and washing considerable soil, seed 
and young plants, Corn planting is nearly 
over, the stand is good, and the first plant- 
ing is being plowed. The large part of the 
cotton crop has been planted, and some of 
it is up and being cultivated. The stand is 
gcod, Considerable sorghum, ground peas 
and chufas have beer planted, Gardens 
look well and the condition of the fruit crop 
continues excellent. 

Central Section, 

“The news received from the central 
counties of the state is of the most en- 
couraging nature. The sunshine and re- 
freshing showers of the past week have 
been very beneficial in bringing up corn 
and cotton, and the planters of central 
Georgia are happy. Corn planting is about 
completed, except that of the lowlands. All 
upland corn is up, the stands are fine and 
are being worked the first time. Cotton 
planting has progressed rapidly and some 
of the first planted is up to a good stand 
and ready fcr chopping. Watermelon 
Vines are coming up slowly, and there is 
much complaint as to bugs destroying them 
as ,oon as they appear above the ground. 
All small grains are doing very well. Wheat 
although not very promising, has shown 
sOme improvement. Spring oats are in good 
condition and .clover patches are growing 
nic2ly. Gardens, aithough a little late, are 
coming out and are all in splendid condi- 
tion. All fruit seems to be in a flourishing 
condition except pears; the latter appear 
to be somewhat blighted. 

East Section. 


“With warmer weather and ample rain- 
fall, the last week has been marked by a 
rapid growth of all crops in the eastern 
counties. Oats and corn look fresh and 
healthy, while cotton is just beginning to 
appear above the soil. Cane is coming up 
slowly, but promises a good yield. Melons 
are up and growing rapidly, and Irish po- 
tatoes are in excellent condition. Gardens 
are flourishing, but a few complaints are 
made of the ravages of cut worms. Fruit 
conditions still remain unchanged, except a 
slight improvement. 


Southwest Section. 


“Good showers fell in the southwest sec- 
tion during the past week, and altogether 
it has been quite a favorable week, but if 
anything a little too cool. Cotton is gen- 
erally looking well, with a good stand, and 
is ready for chopping. corn has been 
plowed once and is in tair condition. Oats 
are doing nicely. Irish potatoes are in 
bloom. Sweet potatoes being set out. Gar- 
dens fine. Pear trees are being injured by 
blight in some localities. Ali other kinds of 
fruit trees are overlicaded. 

Southern Section, 


‘‘Advices from the southern section are 
also of a most encouraging nature. Plenty 
of sunshine with a few beneficial showers 
has been of incalculable value to all grow- 
ing crops. Corn and cotton are growing 
finely. Cotton is being chopped out and 
corn is being plowed. Pinders are being 
planted. Corn is being damaged a little by 
drill worms. Watermelons are in excellent 
conaition. Gardens are in a prosperous con- 
dition, and all fruit except pears will vield 
an abundant crop. Pears are suffering 
considerably from blight. 


Southenst Section. 


“Although the weather’ conditions of 
soutneastern Georgia have, as a whole, 


been favorable for crops, the farmers have 
been less fortunate than those of other sec- 
tions. There were several heavy rains which 
was1ed the fields badiy in some localities, 
A few planters complain of the ravages of 
cut worms on corn; these complaints, how- 
ever, are not general. Sugarcane is begin- 
ning to come up rapidly. Cotton planting 
has been completed and the stalk is above
